REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claims 1-6, the upstream pipe includes an expanded pipe portion 
near the particulate filter and the expanded pipe portion has an inner diameter greater 
than that of a portion of the upstream pipe near the pressure difference detection means 
was not anticipated nor fairly suggested by the prior art. 

In reference to claims 7-12, the upstream pipe includes an expanded pipe portion 
near the particulate filter and the expanded pipe portion has an inner diameter greater 
than that of a portion of the upstream pipe near the pressure difference detection sensor 
was not anticipated nor fairly suggested by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
